For fif­ 
teen years past B. J. Castle acted as 
chief clerk of this office and his re ­ 
signation last August to m ake a poli­ 
tical campaign brought to the notice 
of the land commissioners— secreta­ 
ry of state, state treasurer and a t­ 
torney general—that this work m ight 
be accomplished with less labor and 
expense if supervised or annexed to 
aaotber department. 
The biennial report of the com­ 
missioners just made public suggests 
that the work might 1*» placed either 
with the state departm ent or with 
the forestry commission. 
A least he 
legislaure will be asked to abolish 
the office. 
Should Be Annexed. 
“No appointment has been m ade 
to fill this vacancy and the work of 
the office has l»een promptly and 
carefully attended to by the rem ain­ 
ing two employes in th at office.” says 
the state treasurer’s 
report made 
public today 
inspeaking of the re­ 
signation of Mr. Castle.
